IVIELLEN ADMITS !
ROAD IS LOSING!

I Special to The Times-Dispatch.]
New Haven, Conn_ March 15..A

statement was made by President
'Charles S. Mellen, of tho New Haven

Railroad to-night, admitting that the
dividend of the Boston nnd Maine must
ho cut. and- that similar action is ox-
pected by the New Haven' system. Pres¬
ident Mellon admits that the Mew
Haven Railroad has lost about Sll.OOQ,-000 of the $21,000,000 it paid for the
Boston and .Maine. In the recent stock
shrinkage. The New Haven lias shoul¬
dered the loss till the present time,
but is now preparing to turn over partof it to the Boston and Maine share¬
holders in the shape of curtailed divi¬
dends.
From other sources it has been

learned that the olHcials of the New-
Haven Railroad are prepared to:recom¬
mend that the directors reduce ihe
dividend rate from K to <i per cent. Tho
next dividend to be paid will be the
usual quarterly rate of 2 per cent. This
will be declared at the May meeting,and will be disbursed in June.
Judge lleaton Robertson, a director

of the Railroad, said; "If the persecu¬
tion of the railroads of tho country is
not stopped every one will bo In re¬
ceivers' hands within ten years, but tho
Now Haven Railroad will be one of tho
last t.o go. '('he railroad can't continue
to earn its president dividends with In¬
creased expenses and no increase in
earnings."
